2. Following up our ’phone discussion of the matter, 

I discussed it with Fred Janney. We concluded. 

a. that we would limit the entries to the 
name of the individual and his dates of birth 
and death, and 

b. that the design would permit all entries 
(or blank spaces for eventual entries) to be 
viewed on the two pages to which the book wouio 
he permanently open. 

3. This is the layout we envisage: 
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4. In cases in which security considerations dictate 
that a name not be entered, we would simply leave a space 
blank marked by a star, against the time when inclusion of 
the name might be possible. 

5. There is, in the above design, one element of re- 
dundancy which bothers me, and that is that we end up with 
statin** the year of death twice. We can, of course, omit 
the years in the middle of the page. I'd appreciate having 
any and all suggestions you'd care to make.
